WASHINGTON (UPI). — President 
Jimmy Carter's first visit to China is 
expected some time in late spring, 
sources sald on Friday. 

The trip will come either before or 
after Carter attends an economic 
summit meeting In Tokyo, which 
itself has not been formally schedul- 
ed but is to be held in either May or 
June, the sources said. 

Chinese Vice Premier Teng Hsiao- 
ping is expected formally to invite 
the president to Peking during his 
state visit to the U.S., which begins 
on January 29. 

Sources said the exact date for the 
Peking trip is being left open until 
after agreement is reached on the 
schedule for the International 
Economic Conference in Japan. 

Meanwhile, celebrations of the 
new Chinese-American diplomatic 
relations — which take effect 
tomorrow — are scheduled for New. 
Year's Day at the U.S. embassy in 
Peking and the Chinese embassy in 
Washington.

In a surprise development, military-controlled Radio Iran 
retracted an earlier announcement of a joint parliamentary session 
for today, called to discuss ‘‘national issues.” There was no im- 
mediate explanation for the retraction. 

Earlier in the day, palace officials had indicated that the shah — 
whose mother arrived in Los Angeles with several relatives on Fri- 
day — might leave the country "temporarily" if a civilian govern- 
ment could restore order in Iran. They insisted that the shah would 


never abdicate. 

Thelr statements appeared to be a 
part of a campaign by the embattled 
shah's supporters to bolster the 
chances of Shapur Bakhtiar, deputy 
leader of the opposition National 
Front, in trying to form a civilian 
government to replace the martial- 
law regime of Gen. Gholam-Reza 
Azhari.

Israel Radio reported tate last 
night that the shah intends to leave 
Iran to rest and undergo medical 
tests.

While the political negotiations 
‘were under way. troops and taunting 
anti-shah demonstrators clashed in 
Teheran for the seventh straight day.

The streets of the capital, littered 
with garbage and the hulks of 
burned-out vehicles, were nearly 
empty due to a genera! strike called 
by the shah's militant Moslem op- 
ponents.

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Calm reported from martial-law areas 


Turkish troops ordered. 
to fire if necessary 


ANKARA. — Military commanders 
in the 13 Turkish provinces under 
martial law said yesterday that 
Security forces in their areas have 
been given permission to shoot if 
necessary. 

The commanders also said they 
have ordered residents of Ankera, 
Istanbul and 13 eastern provinces to 
carry identity cards. 

The situation was reported 
generally calm yesterday in the 
martial law areas. But two persons, 
@ youth identified as a rightist and an 


‘ elderly member of the Republican | 


Peoples Party, were ambushed and 
fatally shot in Istanbul on Friday 
night, police said. It was not im- 
mediately clear if the killings were 
politically motivated, they said. 

Martial law was proclaimed on 
Tuesday, following three days of 
fighting between religious factions 
at Maras in southeastern Turkey 
that claimed 107 lives and left 150 in- 
jured. The martial law was being 
applied only mildly in most of the 13 
provinces yesterday, the only city 
under curfew bdeitig Maras, and that 
only from midnight to 5 a.m. 

In most of ie a oe 
troops were visible ΟἹ on gui al 
banks, airline offices and some other 
important buildings. In Maras, 
authorities reported that 58 
firearms, including 34 automatic 
weapons, plus 37 sticks of dynamite, 
two swords and several knives, had 
been seized in the post-riot 
crackdown. 

Prime Minister Bulent Ecevit met 
with military commanders on Fri- 
day to discuss details of enforcing 
the martial law. He told a news con- 
ference afterwards that he was con- 
fident the martial law authorities 
would restore complete calm quickly 


“with the help of the. Turkish 


people." 

Ecevit said the disturbances would 
not affect Turkish foreign poifcy. In 
an apparent call for economic sup- 
port from Turkey's Western allies he 
added: “I believe the U.S. and all 
other friendly countries will give our 
economic problems attention and 
will swiftly put into effect what they 
have promised us." 

An official spokesman said that 
one of the decisions taken at the top- 
level meeting was that any military 
measures on censorship of the 
media, banning strikes and “general 
political life’ would require the ap- 
proval of the premier himself. 

“Martial law does not mean 
military rule," the spokesman said. 

‘The parliamentary opposition has 
demanded even more draconian 
measures, such as state security 
courts with far greater jurisdiction 
than the present special “martial 
courts. 

Alparsian Turkes, leader of the 
ultra-rightist but influential 
Nationalist Movement party, said 
yesterday that it was a Moslem 
religious obligation to topple 
Ecevit’s government fn parliament. 
“If we fall under the control of the 
Soviet bloc, Turkey will disappear,” 
Turkes said. 

Meanwhile, although the areas un- 
der martial law remained calm over 
the weekend, there were signs of un- 
rest spreading to other regions, 
police reported. A provincial state 
progecutor was killed in front of his 
house on Thursday night in Mersin, a 
south coast town west of Adana. Two 
students were shot dead in the street 
on Wednesday night in the Black Sea 
resort of Trabzon, and a girl died of 
head wounds in hospital at Antakya 
(the ancient Antioch), near the 
Syrian border.

Too risky to bring Chicago 
murder suspect to court 


CHICAGO (Reuter). — Fears for the 
safety of mass murder suspect John 
Gacy kept him out of court on Thurs- 
day when a judge ordered him to un- 
dergo psychiatric tests. 

Gacy, a 36-year-old building con- . 
tractor and admitted homosexual, 
told police when arrested that he had 
sexually molested and strangled 32 
youths in a three-year murder spree. 
So far 27 bodies-have been found un- 
der the foundations of his suburban 
home. 

Judge John White surprised the 


: heavily-guarded court, crowded with . 


reporters, spectators and security 
men, when he said he had been told 
at the last minute that Gacy would 
not be appearing. The judge said 
there were security problems but did 
not. elaborate. : 

The police would not say if there 
had been threats on Gacy's life. But 
it was understood that the police felt 
it was too risky to transfer Gacy 
from his isolation cell in a prison 
hospita] to the court some 25 km. 
away in heavy traffic slowed down 
by a snowstorm. 

“We don't want any Jack Ruby 
here,'' said one policeman as 
everyone going into the courtroom 
was frisked. This was a reference to 
the nightclub owner who shot and 
killed President John Kennedy's 
assassin Lee Harvey Oswald as 
Oswald was being taken out of 8 
Dallas police station in 1963.

Amirante said there had been so 
much prejudicial publicity already 
that he doubted Whether Gacy would 
get a fair trial. 

Gacy has so far been charged: with 
just one murder — of 15-year-old 
high school student Robert Pieat, 
whose body has not yet been found. 

Government lawyers expect to file 
more murder charges against Gacy 
once the skeletons have been 
positively identified. Under Mlinois 
state law, Gacy could be sentenced 
to death if sonvicted of mass 
murder.

PLO to discuss forming gov't in exile 


KUWAIT (AP). — The establish- 
ment of a Palestinian government in 
extle will be one of the topics discuss- 
ed when the “Palestinian National 
Council" meets in Damascus on 
January 15, it was stated here 
yesterday by a top PLO leader, 


Farouk Kaddoumi, head of the 
Political department of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, made this 
announcement on his arrival here 
trom Damascus for talke with 
Kuwait's ruler, Sheikh Sabah Al- 
Jaber. 

Kaddoumi said he will fly to 
Baghdad today for consultation with 
the Iraqi government. 

The 300-strong council is a kind of 
parliament in exile which charts

Its ‘meeting In Damascus will 
be the firat outside Cairo in more 
than 10 years. 

The decision for the Damescus 
venue was made by the 55-strong 
central council of the PLO, which 
meets regularly In Damascus, dur- 
ing its meeting there last month. The 
central council has denounced 
Egypt'a President Anwar Sadat, 
claiming he betrayed the Palestinian 
cause because of his peace talks with 
Israci. 

The idea of forming a Palestinian 
government in exile has been con- 
sidered several times in the past by 
the national council but never 
much support in the pre-Camp David 
era.

it Sadat was overthrown, Egypt's 
new leader might choose to follow a 
radically different policy towarda 
Israel, in which case the peace 
agreement could be worth less than 
the paper it is written on. 

- How likely is Sadat to be 
overthrown in the next few years? 
The threat comes only from the ar- 
my, but could be motivated by two 
different reasons. 

One reason would be the sheer dis- 
satisfaction of armed forces officers 
at the grave and tapid detertoration 
in the quality of their equipment and 
combat capabilities since 1973, soon 
to be exacerbated by actual reduc: 
tions in numbers as well. (Egypt 
proposes to demobilize 200,000 men 
in the next two'years.) In this case, 
the coup leaders would almost cer- 
tainly be committed to renewing the 
confrontation with Israel. 

The other reason for the army to 
overthrow Sadat would be that the 
domestic situation had got entirely 
out of controk.

foreign customers. It would have 
been an unthinkable act in Marxist 
Algeria as little as two months ago. 

“Who do you think will be our next 
president?” he asked. 

Tt was a question many of the 18 
miiion Algerians are quietly asking 
themselves as their once all- 
powerful leader, Houari 
Boumedienne, was taken for burial 
on Friday. 

The Speaker of Algeria’s National 
Assembly, Rabah Bitat, was named 
interim president pending the elec- 
on of the new head of state within 45 

aye. 

In the tightly policed capital, there 
is still little open talk of the great 
changes Boumedienne‘s death may 
bring to one of the Third World's 
most militant ‘anti-imperlalist’’ 
nations, But in this quiet farming 
and manufacturing town 75 miles 
south of Algiers, the part-time 
waiter eagerly discussed the taboo 
subject with two strangers. 

In the capital Algiers, plainclothes 
police have deen patrolling every 
street and watching over every 
public activity since Boumedienne’s 
illness plunged the nation into a 
hidden constitutional crisis. In 
Medea. not a single policeman was 
in sight around the tree-lined main 
Square. : 

Medea 19 considered 8 particularly 
devout Moslem city. The sale of 
alcoho! has heen forbidden within 
the city limits for years, in obedience 
to the Koran, the Moslem holy book. 
“People drink as much as they ever 
did," said a local man eating at 
another table. “But they take care 
not to do it in public.” 

Boumedienne’s incurable flness 
has loosened tongues, particularly in 
the countryside, to the angry disap- 
provail of the ruling National Libera- 
tion Front {NLF), the only authoriz- 
ed political party. 

The party newspaper "‘Al- 
Moudjahia™ carried almost daily 
denunciations of unnamed “reac- 
tionary saboteurs" undermining the 
“soclalist revolution." 

“The socialist revolution is a lot of 
hot alr," waa the view of the 
restaurant waiter, who also has a 
full-time government job. 

“They've been ramming it down 
our throats for years and we still 
haven't swallowed τ," he said. “It 
would be better if they gave us more 
food to eat.” 


Algerians 
hope next 
chief won’t 
be Marxist

An exporter of farm produce for 
more than a century of colonial rule, 
Algeria now has to import food and

The local party headquarters 
down the street is festooned with 
giant portraits of Boumedienne and 
green-white Algerian flags. In the 
street outgide, parking spaces are 
reserved exclustvely for the local 
party brass. 

Few ordinary citizens go in or out 
of the fortress-like building. Inside, 
party officials seer to have little to 
do. 

The local party boss {s worried 
over the problem of succession and 
admits {t has aroused a flurry of 
political excitement. 
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“There are a lot of traitors about 


τι who are trying to divide the people," 


he sald, 

He spoke of Boumedienne’s 
achievements: the intensive in- 
dustrializatlon of Algeria, the 
nationalization of all key sectors of 
economie activity, the construction 
of 1,000 "socialist villages"" for 
cooperative farm workers, the 
nation’s ‘total political and 
economic Independence," and the 
guarantee of free medicine for all. 

“Our people regard him almost 
Uke a god,’ he said. 

He admitted he long ago stopped 
beleving the official party line that 
Boumedienne was about to recover, 
but he declined to speculate over 
who wauid replace him, 

“That 15 for the Council! of the 
Revolution and the party congress to 
decide," he said. 

The elght-man council has in effect 
ruled Algeria since Boumedienne 
dropped from sight in September. 
One of its members is expected to 
replace Boumedienne. But only one 
of the eight, party chief Mohamed 
Salah Yahiaqul, is known as an all- 
out believer in the ‘‘socilalist 
revolution." 

“We don’t care who becomes 
president as long as it is not Yahla- 
qui,"' the waiter-bureaucrat said 
back in the town square. 

“EXveryone knows Yahiaqui is a 
comenuniats People will never accept 

im." 

The Algerian guest agreed. Too 
many of the revolutionary council 
members are outright moderates for 
the radica) Yahiaqui to have a 
chance, he sa'd. ‘He is completely 
outnurabered." 

The communist party has been 
banned in Algeria for 16 years and 
Yahiaqul is no party member. But he 
is widely regarded as the only poten- 
tial presidential candidate who . 
would seek to perpetuate 
Boumedienne’s stern Marxist rule. 

There is little likelihood Algeria 

will take a sudden turn toward what 
“"Al-Moudjahid” called ‘the chaos of 
liberaliam."" 
, Most Algerians seem to expect the 
'90,000-man army to have the final 
word In the choice of Boumedienne's 
successor, who would then run as the 
only candidate in a perfunctory elec- 
tion. Western-style democracy 15 not 
near. 

But many Algerians are convinced 
that, whoever is- named, the new 
leadership will be moderate in 
propounding the ‘‘soctalist 
revolutian’’ and the '‘‘anti- 
imperialist’ foreign policies. 


Poppy plant grows taller on the Nile

CAIRO. — The fertile Nile Valley of 
Egypt produces what experts say is 
some of the most potent opium In the 
world, and newly released statistics. 
point to a dramatic increase in Hlicit 
cultivation of the deadly poppy. 

This year, for the first time, inter- 
national drug traffickers from 
Europe and the United States 
scouted Egypt as a possible source of 
opium, from which heroin is made, 
reliable sources said. - 


Egyptian, narcotics. agents,.- 


however, seized most of the opium 
harvest last year and the rest has 
been absorbed by an estimated half- 


million Egyptian addicts, 


Concern persists that the cultiva- 


tion will spread to new areas outside 
the traditional growing centre and 
that a surplus domestic production 
would attract drug Kingpins from 


abroad. 
In a new crackdown on the eve of 


the traditional five-month harvest 
period that begins in January, the 
government has proposed new 
legislation to deal with the problem 
and it seems likely to win approval 
by parliament. 

“We are changing the law so that 
the government will seize the land of 
anyone caught planting opium or 
any other narcotic plant,"* Gen. Sami 
Farrag, head of Egypt's anti- 
narcotics administration, told a 
news conference. 

Growers currently face stiff fines 
and jail sentences ranging from six 
months to 25 years, but the loss of 
land would affect not only the grower 
but his entire family. 

The flowering poppy bush, from 
which the sap is used to make opium, 
is sown with cotton and other crops 
in fields along the Nile River. 

The traditional growing centre isa 
400-square-kilometer area around 
Assiut, a provincial farming centre 
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300 kms. south of Cairo that also has 
ἃ reputation as Egypt's badlands. 


UPPER EGYPT has been a centre 
for opium growing since the days of 
the Pharaohs end the poppy plant 
can be seen on temple walls of an- 
-clent Thebes near Luxor. 

Peasants have been the traditional 
users. chewing raw opium or drink- 
ing {t in their tea, but experts say 
there are signs users now include 
young urbanites. Police say there is

Statistics released by the anti-drug 
agency show that in 1978 only 4,528 
opium plants were seized in police 
raids, but in the first six months of 
this year six million plants were 
destroyed. Between 1976 and 1977 the 
seizures increased 286 per cent and 
there is no sign of a slackening in the 
upward trend. 

In ἃ report on opium and hashish 
growing, the anti-narcotics agency 
said the increase in seizures clearly 
pointed to a rise in total production. 

. _ “In the last few years statistics in- 
dicated an increase in the cultivation 
of narcotic plants," the report said. 

The atudy also atated that 
“growers have started switching 
from the cultivation of marijuana to 
growing opium because of the enor- 
ynous profit involved." 

Sources estimate that a farmer 
can earn $35,000 an acre growing 
opium in a country where the per 
capita income is only $250 a year. 

“That is a hell of an Incentive to 
grow opium,"’ one Western expert 
said. ‘“You can't find another crop 
that has that value here.” 

The sources estimate the illicit 
market value of the crop seized in 
1977 at seven million dollars but say 
it would be worth at least three times 
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BY COMPARISON with world grow- 
ing centres such as Turkey, 
southeast Asia and Mexico, the 
Egyptian production is ‘‘very 
smail,"" Farrag sald. 

For example, Egypt's 1977 seizure 
amounted to only about 200 acres, 
while in Maxico a raid last year in- 
volved some 20,000 acres of opium. 

But the potential is nonetheless 
evident, and Farrag noted Egypt's 
opium is the ‘best in the world," 
because of the rich soil: _ “Aes 

“It's'a beginnizig‘and if we are not © 
firm if we don't eradicate the sparks, 
now there will be a fire later,"" he 
said. “‘We must stop this trend 
before it becomes serious." 

He safd because the growers lost 
most of their crop last year they 
appeared to be planning to try new 
‘areas where the growing season is 
longer and where the network of 
police informers is not as strong. 

Confrontations between police and 
the opium growers near Assiut have 
sometimes been dramatic. Last 
year, police sent 600 soldiera armed 
with assault rifles and mortars 
against the opium traders. Nearly 
500 persons were arrested after a 
shootout, 

In another raid, more than 3,000 
police stormed outlaw hideouts in 
the rugged desert mountains near 
Assiut, confiscating undisclosed 
amounts of hashish and opium as 
well as 600 automatic weapons. 
About 300 persons were arrested. 

With American aid in the form of 
communications equipment and 
police vehicles, Egyptian authorities 
hope to stamp out opium cultivation 
in Upper Egypt. 

“There has been a dramatic in- 
crease in cultivation in recent years,” 
the tVestem expert said. “But we 
think that in 1979 there is a good 
chance we'll pretty well eliminate 
the problem.”"

Record 2,057 quit Rhodesia 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Rhodesia 
yesterday reported losing more 
whites through emigration in 
November than during any other 
month in its history, in a worsening 
of the trend that has raised govern- 
ment fears about the country's 
future defence capability. 

The figures released in the 
monthly digest of statistics reflected 
a serious erosion of white confidence 


in the future of a land racked by an 
escalating conflict which the 
military command said claimed 32 
lives in recent days. 

Government statistics showed that 
only 223 whites came to Rhodesia in 
November while 2,057 emigrated, 
leaving a negative balance of 1,834.

TIBERIAS, — A bearded Rhodesian, 
Con Shaw, was the surprise winner 
of the second Kinneret marathon, 
coming in more than three minutes 
ahead of his closest competitor 
among 258 other runners yesterday.

America's 
peacemaking effort. ‘‘The 
Americans do not want to live with 
the Israel-Arab time-bomb laid 
beside the oilfields,” says Rafael. 
“and they are determined to remove 
it by what they believe are the most 
sultable means.” 


AT THE MOMENT, this determina- 
tion dictates dogged pursuance of 
the Israel-Egypt .peace process, 
Rafael says. ‘‘But I could anticipate, 
at a certain stage in the near future, 
the Brzezinski school of thought 
saying: ‘We have taken a significant 
step in East Asia to raise the war- 
ning flag, but we could accom- 
modate Soviet interests (by way of 
compensation) in an area which the 


Soviets feel ts strategically close to © 


their southern border.’ 

“This would not imply,”” Rafael 
continues, ‘‘a surrender to Soviet in- 
terests in the Middle East. It would 
mean an effort to reach.2 mutual ac- 
commodation in this area at a time 
when the Russians feel chastened 
over the U.S.-China and the China- 
Japan rapprochements. Brzezinski 
may feel that the Soviets would be 
more amenable now to talk sense, to 
lve and let live, in the Middle East. 

“The October 1, 1977 U.S.-Soviet 
joint statement on the Middle East 
was not just a brainstorm,” says 
Rafael. (The joint statement called 
tor an early resumption of the 
Geneva Conference as “the only 
right and effective way" to achieve a 
comprehensive settlement of all the 
issues, including the Palestinian 
problem. D.L.) “It was the expres- 
sion of a basic concept in U.S. policy- 

. It was, quite rightly, im- 
mediately assaulted by both Israel 
and . Indeed, it probably con- 
tributed significantly to Sadat's deci- 
sion to come to Jerusalem. 

“But when a Great Power shelves 
the application of a concept, that 
doesn't mean it has abandoned it,” 
Rafael says. Witness the Ad- 
ministration’s constant harping on 
the need for a comprehensive settle- 
ment. Witness, also, the fact that at 
the height of his virtuoso Mideast 
diplomacy. Dr. Kissinger-too was 
careful to involve the Soviets at 
crucial moments. 


IN APRIL 1974, at the critical junc- 
ture in the Israel-Syria disengage- 
ment talks, Kissinger met with 
Gromykeo in Cyprus to try to enlist 
Soviet moderating influence. on 
Damascus. And in summer 1975, 
_ during the “reassessment™ which 
followed the March breakdown of the 
Sinai T talks, he conferred again 
with the Soviet foreign minister. He 
is widely believed to have assured 
Gromyko then of America’s support 
for the upcoming Helsinki Final Act, 
which was to legitimize Europe's
